Some _ of 
the gentlemen who assisted in usher- 
ing the club into existence have severed their 
connection with it. The reason given for 
their desertion is, that the members dive on 
solid food but once in three months, and con- 
stant dining on colored liquids is not heaithy. 
This is what they allege. The members will 
dine to-morrow night at a hostelry conducted 
by one of their members on Sixth avenue. 
There will be no limit to the number of per- 
sons who will be accommodated, providing 
each man is armed with a two-dollar green- 
back and a reserve to meet the et ceteras of 
the occasion. It must net be supposed for 
this reason that the ‘*Thirteen” is an india- 
rubber ciub, as the constitution, which limits 
the number to thirteen, allows an indelinite 
number of honorary members. 

Marvio R. Clark is grand secretary, poet 
laureate, archivist aud historiographer of 
the club. Heisaserious man, and believes 
that he was born for the sole purpose of nail- 
ing heathenish ideas under his heel. His 
labor in his quadruple capacity is a labor of 
love. He receives no saiary, as it 1S a sacred 
maxim among the “Thirteen’’ that none of 
their members shall reap profit from the or- 
ganization, except the “Grand Seraphic 
Guardian of the Inner Man,’? whose name is 
William Fowler. The name contains the 
magic number of thirteen letters, and the 
Knickerbocker cottage, at which he holds 
forth, contains a like number. During 
the brief existence of the club one of its mem- 
bers died, thus indicating, as some persons 
say, that after all there is something in the 
heathenish superstition. The , deceased 
member was Jose Carpenter, proprietor of 
the St. Omer Hotel. The name contains 
thirteen letters. He was buried by his com- 
panions with Masonic honors. At a liquid 
dinner held the evening after the funeral 
Capt. Forbes proposed a sentiment in the fol- 
lowing stirring lines, which he claimed were 
original: 

Who dreads to the dust returning, 
Who shrinks from the sable shore, 
Where the bigh and haughty yearning 

Of the soul shall sting no more? 
No! stand to your glasses steady, 
This world is a world of lies; 
A cup to the dead already— 
Hurrah for the next who dles! 

“The superstition which we are fighting 
against,’ said Brother Marvin Clark, ‘‘dates 
back tothe time of theaposties. Twelve men 
sat down with our Savior at the last supper. 
Since then there has been a prejudice against 
thirteen sitting at table, because Judas Iscar- 
iot, one of the thirteen, bought a rope and 
hanged himself. Numerous instances have 
since occurred to keep this superstition alive, 
and we mean in all seriousness to combat it.”’ 

‘*‘Why have some of the original members 
of the club retired?” it was asked. 

**‘Some things have occurred since our or- 
ganization was efiected which were quite 
sufficient to make nervous men desert us. 
While we were seated at our first dinner, on 
the evening of the 13ih of January, a coilision 
occurred on the Harlem Railroad in which 
thirteen cars were wrecked and thirteen per- 
sons were either killed or seriously injnred. 
This wasa serious matter. On the same 
evening Caroline Richings aled, after cele- 
brating the thirteenth anniversary of her 
marriage at a dinner at which thirteen per- 
sons were present. When such things occur 
we must not be astonished if men retire from 
ourclub., On returning home from our first 
dinner two of our members, who had each 
thirteen letters in his name, were taken ill, 
and one of them, Mr. Carpenter, has since 
died.”

The Cotters of Skyo.

The persistent refusal of the cotters of 
Skye to pay rent, considering the hardships 
they have so long endured, is not to be won- 
dered at. Skye isthe second largest of the 
Scottish isles, its area being 647 miles. The 
land isfor the most part mountainous and 
moory and the rainfall so excessive that agri- 
cultural pursuits have loug been unprofita- 
ble. Itused to be said of Greenock, on the 
Clyde, that it always rained there, but the 
remark would apply more truthfully to 
Skye, for it often occurs there that the dry 
days ofs year might be easily counted, The 
well-to-do inhabitants are sadly out of pro- 
portion to be number who have to eke out an 
existence by seeking the labor market of the 
mainland once a year. Gaelicis generally 
spoken, and the attachment of the islanders 
to the homes of their ancestors is so strong 
that itis difficult to!tempt them to leave. 
They aresimple in their habits, and don’t 
grumble at their poverty while they are able 
to secure a moderate supply of course food. 
fu spite of the moisture of the climate they 
enjoy excellent health, and have afforded ex- 
amples of longevity which compare favorably 
with the highest records of flesh-eating peo- 
ples. If beautiful scenery could make them 
happy and contented, the cable would not be 
called upon to herald the news that fifty 
policemen had to be sept from Glasgow to 
prevent them from adding violence to re- 
fusal in the matter of rent-paying. Sir Wal- 
ter Scott in “*The Lora of the Isles’? has viv- 
idly described. the grandeur of its mountain 
peaks and the entrancing charms of iis lochs 
and glens, its basaltic formations and deep 
caves, one of which afforded a refuge to 
Prince Charlie. In consequence of the difli- 
culty in raising cereal crops, fishing is the 
chiefindustry ofthe islanders, but even in 
the best of seasons that is insufficient for 
their neejs. The success which has attend- 
ed the resistance to rent demands in Ireland 
has awakened the cotters to a sense of their 
condition, and, judging from the way in 
which they have held out, nothing short of 
very liberal concessions will restore the 
peace and quiet to the island which Dr. 
Johnson witnessed when he visited the cas- 
tie of the Macleod at Dunvegan. 


A Man Doing a Mule’s Work. 
Ningpo (China) Cor. Pbiladelphia Times. 

There are two of these portages which 
must be made in journeying from Ningpo to 
Hang Chow. The largest overhaul I saw was 
about three hundred yards long on one side 
and but a dozen feet on the other. When in 
the canal one of our crew fitted ayuke and 
stout leather harness over his shoulders. To 
this harness was attached the tow-line of the 
boat and when the captain gave the word the 
chap in the yoke started off like a well-trained 
mule and the boat moved through the water 
at the rate of four miles an hour. On the 
afternoon of the first day we passed undera 
beautiful bridge which spanned the canal 
where it was four hundred feet wide. This 
bridge isa structure that would attract at- 
tention in anv part of the world, sosymmetri- 
cal and beautiful is it, and yet here it is 
buried in the centre of an open country, miles 
from any town. We saw many handsome 
bridges, but several were in bad repair. I am 
told by persons who have lived in China for 
years that the Chinese rarely repair any 
public edifice until it 1s likely to tumble 
down. Then they repair with awill. The 
amount of work that has been done in bring- 
ing the canals to their present condition must 
have cost millions upon millions of dollars, 
and no doubt were began many hundred years 
ago. With two coolies on the tow-line, our 
boat went through the hearts of pretty 
villages and filthy towns, through highly 
cultivated farms, gardens and orchards, 
through mountain shadows and dark woods 
until night, when we stopped for supper, 
near a monster Joss house. On the following 
day we passed through the most beautiful 
valley [ever saw. The natives seemed to be 
cleaner and more generally prosperous than 
in other districts, andtheir bomes were the 
most comfortable I have seen in the country.

Pipes by the Million. 
From the Proviaence Journal. 

The red ciay pipe is made in this city at the 
rate of about two million a year, worth five 
or ten cents apiece, or ten or tweaty thousand 
dollars. The clay comes from Martha’s Vine- 
vard, Governor’s Island, N. Y., and Lake 
Michigan. Three hundred tons are used ina 
year. The three kinds of clay are mixed or 
ground together, A workman with a pile of 
ciay beside him makes from it single rolis of 
clay, each large enough to make a pipe. The 
next worker places the clay ina pipe mould, 
runs a’wire into the stem part, puts undera 
lever and makes the bowl. Fifteen hundred 
a day are moulded by one man. The moulds 
may be of various designs to form the de- 
corated bowl. The latest is the “Land 
League,’’ representing eviction on one side 
and prison life on the other. In pipes, as in 
other things, novelties must be given the 
emoking public, and as those interested in 
Land Leagues are fair smokers, this will be 
bought for use and for patriotism. 

After the mouiding process the pipes are 
laid away to dry or drain until the water is 
well out of them. They are then putin fire- 
clay receivers, one hundred and ninety in 
each, and placed in the furnace klin to be 
burnt. The oven holds seventy thousand 
pipes. They are then heated to a white heat. 
The red clay pipe has a wooden stem and a 
silver band. The stems are made from maple 
by machinery designed for the purpose. They 
are made black by the process of enameling. 
The band is made from a circular piece of 
brass, that is to say, a circular piece of brass 
without break or seam is turned into a cylin- 
der about an inchinlength. Some of the 
pipes are stained; while others are left in the 
color of the ciay to be stained or cojored by 
the smoker.

it was discovered that Mr. ROBESON, with the 
foresight pecullar to New Jersey statesmen, 
had ljaid in enough clothing to supply the 
navy for several years. Paymaster CUTLER 
testitied before the committee that be had on 
band at that time about $1,500,000 worth of 
clothing. On this a balance of 3400,000 was 
due. A 16 per cent reduction, he said, had 
| been ordered on the clothing, and this was a 
| dead loss to the Government of $158,000. He 
testified that all this siuff had been bought 
in open market, though the law expressly 
required it to be purchased on contract after 
due season of advertising. Mr. CUTLER, at 
the request of the committee, made out a ta- 
ble showing the numberof years in advance 
that the Navy had been supplied with rai- 
ment. I*rom his exhibit it appeared that Mr. 
20BKSON had gathered enough pea-jackets 
to last twenty-three years, admitting the pos- 
sibility of keeping the Navy at its present 
complement. Of monkey jackets he had ac- 
cumulated asuppiy for 35 years; of blue 
cloth trousers sufficient to last 7 years; of 
canvas trousers enough for 8 years; of white 
duck frocks enough for 14 years; of blue flan- 
nel shirts for G6 years; blue flannel under- 
shirts 4's years; blue flannel draw- 
ers 5)3 years, and, lest this suppiy 
should leave our gallant seamen bare, he laid 
in additionaliy 10 years’ supply of blue sati- 
net and 4 years’ of blue flannel, besides 14 
years’ supply of thin flannel, 7 years’ supply 
of duck, boots enough to last 10 years, and so 
on to the end ofa long list. If the Govern- 
ment is sufficiently supplied with BruGa’s 
‘**Motb Exterminator,” which is also water 
repellant, we may be able to hold this cloth- 
ing until our limited marine force can wear 
it out. Fortunately the fashions do not 
change rapidly, and there will be na loss on 
this account as in the ordinary clothing busi- 
ness, but the legacy left the country by Mr. 
ROBESON in the shape of old ciothes can only 
be realized onin one way. The Navy must 
be enlarged to suit the stock on hand, and 
this will not require an appropriation of 
more than $20,000,000. With Mr. ROBESON 
on the House Naval Committee, the new 
Secretary of the Navy ought to experience no 
difficulty in securing ships enough to carry 
the men who are absolutely bpecessary to 
wear out theold clothes.

An Obnoxious Relief Constitution to | 
be Forced on the Police

Without Consulting the Members of the 
| Department. 


There is a storm of indignation brewing in 
the Police Department, which promises to 
burst in all its violence upon the heads of 
some M. Ps. without warning. The cause is 
a report thatthe Relief Committee has taken 
steps to incorporate the Police Relief Associ- 
ation in ‘the Circuit Court under the 
new State law without considering 


the wishes of the department. A brief history 
of the attempts at organization and the 
wrangling which. killed these attempts will 
throw light on the present situation. At the 
last reguiar session of the Legislature a bill 
was passed authorizing metropolitan police 
to form relief associations, into which all 
moneys received from the _ sale of 
unclaimed property, all fees at present 
received by police officers and fees to 
to be paidinall courts and all money col- 
lectea by fines assessed by the board were to 
be paid. After this law was passed, through 
the efforts of a committee,the work of or- 
ganizipg an association inthe Police Depart- 
ment and incorporating the same was becun, 
A constitution Was drawn up by the original 
committee, assessing the members at the 
rate of 145 per cent montbly on their 
salaries. ‘bis .would make the captains’ 
contribution #2, sergeants. $1 50 and officers 
$1. The board was about to recommend the 
constitution to the department when Ser- 
geant Bartley and several! officers 
FORWARDED A PROTEST 

against it. ‘The board then referred the 
work to another committee, of which Capt. 
Frangel acted as chairman. A part of this 
committee, Sergeants Fox and Pierce, Oflicer 


Holmes and Captain Frange!, drew 
up a constitution, which the 
department informaliyswamped. ‘The same 


committee Was then reorganized and a new 
paper was writfen. Both were sent to the 
3oard of Commissioners and were held for 
some time, after which the Board of Police 
Commissioners organized themselves intoa 
committee with the assistance of Officers Me- 
Namee and MoFarland, Sergt. Fox and Capt. 
Frangel. The paper drawn-up and favored by 
Cap!. Frangel was passed over the votes of 
McFariand and McNamee and was submitted 
to tae men and snowed under. Since then 
the men have been totaliy oblivious of 
what bas been going on. The objectionable 
point in the constitution proposed is that the 
men are not aliowed to receive fees in cases.

Result of the Diver’s Fxplorations— 
Scenes of Distress—A Field for 
Charity. 


In accordance with the plans adopted by 
the Board of Public Improvements cfiicigis 
yesterday, the harbor boat E. G. Smith, ig 
command of Capt. Ford, dropped down qj. 
rectly opposite the mouth of the Mill Creeg 
sewer, at the foot of Sycamore street, this 
morning. 

John Downing, an expert diver, was low. 
ered, and after considerable trouble, owing 


to the depth of deposit, he succeedeg 
in making his way into the sewer 
for a distance of seventy feet, the 
space that the double arch =  extenja 


There, as had been predicted by the Pusr. 
DISPATCH, the impediments that led to the 
disastrous inundation, were discovered, 


Jammed across the intersection of the 
double arch were piled in  confusicg 
heavy timbers, six by eight, raft- 
ers, planks and other odds and ends of 
lumber. Behind aj) this were piled heavy 
keystones that had been dislodzed at tie 
break near Second street and earried down, 
Upon top of the debris had settled a layer of 
several feet of alluvinm. which, when the 
water in the sewer attained a certain height, 
had the effect to almost entirely 
IMPEDE THE CURRENT. 

The work of removing the obstrue 
tions will be instituted at once, 
the necessary appliances being put in work. 
ing condition this morning. A heavy saw 
will be introduced into the mouth of the se w- 


er and tbe timbers that are lodged 
cutin two. A chain will then be attached 
which is worked by a steam capstan and thus 
pulled out. Heavy iron baskets 
will then be jet down and 
filled with the stone lodgments, 


These will be drawn up by means of the 
hooms. AS a precautionary step against ac- 
cidents of a similar nature, it might be sug- 
gested that this double arch be removed at 
the earliest practicabie moment. 

At a distance of thirty feet from the present 
edge of the river, direc!lv over the sewer,a 
gang of men were put to work to-day, to 
make an excavation until the 
arch of the sewer was reached. 
Then by means of 2 derrick which is being 
constructed over it, 

THE KEY STONES 

will be removed. This opening,in case that 
another heavy storm intervenes before the 
obstructions are removed, will serve 
as a safety valve to the water’s pressure. The 
break at Second street, the Commissioners 
state, will be closed at once.

Speaker Bashaw—Crittenden’s Mansion 
Guarded Nightly—Poker and 
Other Temptations for 
the Legislators. 


Special from our Staff Correspondent. 

JEFFERSON Ciry, April 24. 1882.—I saw 
the Attorney-General, D. H. McIntyre, 
to-day, and discussed with him very fully 
the information filed against Circuit Attorney 
Harris. He evinced considerable disinclina- 
tion to talk, claiming that an interview would 
put him into a position of apologizing for his 
action, which situation he said he was notin, 

‘*‘You must understand,” said I, “how 
strong the feeling is upon your action in St. 
Louis. With us Mr. Harris represents law 
as against the law-breakers, and the charge 
ia freely madethat you are tying his hands 
in the interest of the gamblers.” 

‘*] signed that information, sir,” said he 
with considerable dignity, ‘“*because I be- 
lieved it was my duty to do so. The pub- 
lic have the right, certainly, to 
criticise my acts, but I know that in the whole 
time of my incumbrency of this office have I 
done anything which I disliked to do so much 
as sizn’ this information. I believed it was 
mv duty—my painful duty—to do it, and I 
didit. Mr. Harris is my personal friend; 
I know him to bea thorough and eflicient 
prosecutor, one of the best inthe State, 
and, this being the case, I need not say with 
what reluctance I signed the information.’’ 


‘: Would it not have been better to have had 
this action originate in one of the eight courts 
of St. Louis?” 

‘‘Certainty it would be much better. And

Dr. Wright Relates His Experiences 
With St. Louis Butter. 


Analytical Tests Applicd—How Adulter- 
ation is Carried On. 


: er =% The enormous quantities of oleomargarine 
and lardine that have been palmed off upon 
~ the people of all Jarge cities during the past 


few years can scarce!v be estimated. The sub- 
ject bas been before various Legislatures and 
City Councils, and it was believed that the 
matter had at last become sufficiently con- 
trolled to protect the public, so that 
the purchaser of butter had about arrived at 
the conelusion that he could no longer be de- 
ceived. It now transpires that the adultera- 
tions have been adulterated to a considerable 
extent, and there are worse things inthe 
world than cleomargarine. Recently the city 
authorities liave suspected the presence of 
decomposed or decayed matter in the mar- 
keted butter, !ardine and eleomargarine, to 
an extent that needed the services Of an analy- 
tical chemist. ‘The city, therefore, selected 
Dr. Juan H. Wricht, of this city, as the gen- 
tleman most competent to perform the ser- 
Vices required. During the past two weeks 
the chemist has been busily engagedin pur- 
suing his subject, and is now ready to for- 
mulate his report. In anticipation of snch an 


morning called upon 
DR. WRIGIIT, 
in the office of J.S. Merrell, 620 Washinge- 
ton avenue,and made inquiries concerning the 
resuit of the Doctor’s work. The chemist 
Was rather unwilling to be interviewed, but 
finally consented to review the facts already 
ascertained. He said: 

**T was employed by the city authorities to 
make an analysis of the bntter now being 
used by the people of St. Louis, and in the 
game connection I have examined the miik on 
my own account.” 

“What bave you ascertained ?”” 

“There were seventeen samples presented 
to me fer investigation, but 1 was not aware 
who sent them end did not know the names 
ofthe manufacturers. I find that some of

I have been engaged in this business for 
eighteen vears, in various cities of the coun- 
try, and in New York I was the assistant of 
Edward R. Squibbs, Jr., besides holding an 
official position in the U. S. Navy.” 

**Whaut did you find to be the adulterations 
in this city?’ 

“There isan immense amount of decom- 
posed fat being used. Understand me now 
that all fat utilized in the manufacture of 

lardine and oleomargarine is dgad fat, but 
the fat I speak of is refuse, decayed matter 
from old horses, bovines, hogs and other ani- 
mats long since deceased. All such ia partic- 
ularly deleterious to health and should not be 
countenanced in a civilized community. I 
regret to say that my investigations have al- 
ready led to my being subpeenaed as a wit- 
ness before the Criminal Court against a 
certain manufacturer who has been indicted 
for adulteratiors.’? 

“Of what is lardine and oleomargarine 
composed ?? 

*Oleomargarine consists first of beef tallow, 
and secondly the marrow of beef bone-, 
mixed and churned with milk to give it a 
flavor. When the component parts of 
oleomargarine are of the best and purest ma- 
terials, there is nothing specially deleterious 
to health in the use of it 
as a substitue for butter, The 
Other day I surreptitiously obtained a sam- 
ple of butter used at my hotel and found it 
LO consist of Oleomargarine and old butter, in 
equal parts. So it is everywhere. 

LARDINE 

is made of beef tallow, in sufficient 
quantity to hardenthe lard employed, and 
is flavored and colored with milk or 
artificial substances. If conscientiously man- 
ufactured, there is nothing especially objec- 
tionable tu these substitutes, but the difficul- 
ty is tnuat many manufacturers descend tothe 
use of cheap and foul materials, which nobody 
but an expert can detect, and which are ser- 
ious in their effect upoo public health. The 
strong probability of using dead animals in 
the process renders their use extremely 
doubtfu!.”? 

‘*Is there much oleomargarine sold?’’ 

‘+ Enormous quantities, but generaly mixed 
with genuine butter. If properly prepared, 
it is just as healthy, but decomposed matter 
is always deleterious. 1 find a great deal of 
adulteration of butter is by the addition of a 
certain percentage of hog-fat and beef. Mut- 
ton fatis also used. But neither is unwhole- 
some if perfectly fresh.’ 

‘‘What is your general advice to the 
public?” 

‘‘Never to buy cheap butter. It pays every 
household to have some person who is suffi- 
ciently experienced to make purchases of this 
kind intelligently. 

THERE ARE CERTAIN RULES OF INSPECTION 
that may be easily acquired and the house- 
bold thus saved many doses of unwhole- 
some butter.
